Over the past few months, ‘The Affair’, as I address it, has blazon on pages in COIN WORLD and 
NUMISMATIC NEWS, causing resignations, igniting consternation, generating Letters To The Editor, and 
arousing questions, many of which may, or cannot, be answered. Never in the history of organized numismatics 
has there been such a response, a reaction, or even a possible revolution. 


Being an established national numismatic advocate and an official representative of, for, and with the 
American Numismatic Association (ANA), I have been confronted, condemned, criticized, and curtailed by 
many fellow coin hobbyists, among whom many are not American Numismatic Association (ANA) Members. 
All wanting explanations or damnations----your choice----as to the American Numismatic Association’s 
removal of our beloved fellow numismatic exponent, Dr. Walter A. Ostromecki, Jr., and the name rights to a 
Museum in Colorado Springs, Colorado. It began in October 2005 with a telephone call directly to me before 
even the famous, or infamous, News Release had been distributed, and it continues to this day. 


I have avoided saying much and certainly not writing or publishing much. I have done so, candidly, 
upon the recommendation of my mentors, and I have done so, honestly, upon the clear fact that I know no 
more than the reader.

Coin Club, and their joint Potluck Party, at Fort Mason, Building C. Regretfully, for the first time in 
years, Your Editor failed to attend this well-enjoyed annual collaborative festive event. Earlier, at the 
October 26, 2005 DR. MICHAEL F. WEHNER spoke on ‘California Gold Rush Bills of Exchange’: 
“MICHAEL gave a PowerPoint presentation explaining the ‘Bills of Exchange’ in use during the Gold 
Rush in San Francisco, California. As the transport of gold and gold dust itself was inherently risky, 
banking services would transfer funds from California to the East,Coast or Europe. Much like Western 
Union today, a small fee was charged but the transaction was insured. As best we can tell today, the 
system worked as follows: the sender would deposit a certain amount of money and receive two or three 
a “Bills of Exchange’. These separate notes would be sent to the recipient by different means. The ‘First’ or 
‘Original’ might be sent by stage; the ‘Second’ or ‘Duplicate’ might be sent by ship around Cape Horn or cs 
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across the Isthmus while the ‘Third’ or ‘Triplicate’ might be retained as a receipt or sent via a different 
carrier. The first of these Bills presented by the recipient to the designated Eastern bank would be 
redeemed and the others would become void. Early California banks were quite unlike banks in the 
Eastern United States, since none were granted charters to issue paper money. Hence, these early ‘Bills’ 
remain one of the few paper financial collectibles from this period. Many of these early California 
banking ventures were either corrupt or inept and sometimes both”. 


PENINSULA COIN CLUB One advantage of editing and doing NCNA HEADS AND 
TALES is that you read what you might have won! Apparently at the PCC’s last November 2005 Coin 
Show, Your Editor won a One-Tenth (1/10) Ounce Gold Eagle and a Silver Eagle! Yeah, It Is Print, But 
Yet To Be Delivered! The Club thanks generous donations to its monthly meeting drawing by and from 
BRIAN HEALY and FRED G. van den HAAK. The Club ended 2005 with its December 12, 2005 
meeting that had a gift exchange and major drawing (raffle), valued over $300.00 in prizes. Going back to 
the PCC’s November 13, 2005 Coin Show, Your Editor, acting as the California State Numismatic 
Association (CSNA) Youth Numismatist Coordinator, along with American Numismatic Association

circulated graded 1877 Indian Head Cent. Looking ahead, Your Editor plans, and has scheduled 
tentatively, to visit the Peninsula Coin Club’s April 10, 2006 meeting and present his new program, ‘What 
It Takes To Enjoy This Hobby’, a combination of several previous audience and informative programs that 
he has done before local San Francisco Bay Area coin clubs.
